Chicago, Mitrch 18.—Tlio reásona held 
by the western railroads why they wish 
to increase their freight rates on Hvo 
stock, amounting generally to a maxi- 
mum of 
cent» a hundred pounds and 
grading down from that to a fmction of 
« cent, were given by Conrad Shen«, as- 
sistant freight traffic manager of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
In testifying today 
at 
the interstate 
commerce commission's hearing. 


After testifying that live »tock did 
not contribute a proper portion to rail- 
road revenue, based on the cost of trans- 
portation, Mr. 
Shcna summed up thu 
following reasons: 


"That the live stock industry in the 
United States 
was 
practically at a 
standstill and therefore the railroads 
could 
not 
expect 
increased 
revenue 
through 
increased 
business. 
He said 
that this waa borne out by figures fur- 
nished by the department of agricul- 
ture. 


That the railroads are compelled 
to 
carry caretakers to live stock free and 
that on his own road in 1914, 79,484 
caretakers were carried free at a cost 
in transportation of $419,000. 


That the damages paid on live stock 
is out of proportion to the earnings on 
that commodity; amounting on his own 
road in 1914 to $243,900, and damages 
or injuries to caretakérs $29,000 or 5 
per cent, of the revenue from the traf- 
fic, while on other freight the proportion 
was only 1.4 per cent. 


That the value of the service to the 
shippers has increased as shown in the 
advance price of livestock, including 
cattle, hogs and sheep and horses. lie 
said the increase last year compared 
with ten years ago was: 
Cattle, 38 per 
cent.; hoga, 42 per cent.; sheep, 24 per 
cent, and horses 45 per cent, and hence 
the railroads' 
liability 
had increased 
without a corresponding increase in rev- 
enue.

WITH W I E R DEIID 


Germans Offer Most Heroic 
Resistance at Neuve 
Chappelle. 


London, March, 18.—The village of 
Neuve Chapelle, converted into a sham- 
bles by the bombardment of the British, 
now is a heap of ruins thickly strewn 
with bodies, according to the descrip- 
tion of the British operations in that 
region written by an "eyewitness" and 
given out today by the press biu"eau. 
Although the Germans were inferior to 
their antagonists both in numbers and 
in artillery,, the eyewitness declares, 
they offered heroic resistance, using ma- 
chine guns effectively. 


At the end of March 10 the bodies of 
' 2,000 Germans had been found in the 
section south of the village. 
In front 
of one British battalion east of the vil- 
lago, the statement asserts, 500 more 
were counted, Avhich did not include the 
large number buried in the ruina of the 
village. 


During the night a curious device of 
the enemy was discovered by a British 
patrol. 
Tlie men came upon a duEomy 
figure stuck in the ground in front of 
the German trenches. Upon being moved 
the figure exploded, and one of thè Brit- 
ish soldiers was injured. , 


Describing the shelling of Aubers by 
the British howi^ers 
the 
eyewitness 
says a certain tower, which was a prom- 
inent feature of the landscape, was sud- 
denly projected into the air. 
It dis- 
solved in midair and came down in a 
cloud of dust. 


Prisoners who have been all through 
the war declare that liéver have they 
experienced such a bombardment as that 
which preceded the assault upon Neuve 
Chapelle. One woimded I*rus8ian officer 
declared indignantly : "You do not fight, 
you murder. My regiment never had a 
chance from the 
first. 
Nothing could 
live under such a fire." 


The resentment of prisoners a ^ n s t 
the British artillery has been frequently 
expressed. 


In spite of their exhaustion the aspect 
of the prisoners spoke highly of German 
discipline. . Their person» were extra- 
ordinarily clean, and most of them were 
fresh shaven. 
They were unanimously 
optimistic, believing they soon would 
finish with the Russians and that they 
then woiild crush France and 
Great 
Britain. 
One officer stated that three 
German princes, including Prince Leo- 
pol of Hohenzallem, were serving in 
one of the battalions at Neuve (^pelle. 
This prisoner ,express.ed the belief that 
all three princes had been killed. 


In conclusion the eyewitness says he 
believes the Germans lost 18,000 men 
at Neuve Chapelle. 


There is a Prince Fredeick Leopold 
of Hohenzollem who is a cousin of Em- 
peror William. 
He was bom in 1895 
and has had a commission as first lieu- 
tenant in an infantry regiment.

Counterbalancing this deviation from 
precedent, say the allies, is the exemp- 
tion of ships, and cargoes from absolute 
confiscation for breach of blockade, it 
being intended that 
neutral 
shippers 
shall • suffer , deteiition, 
and 
possibly 
requisition, but not loss, of goods bound 
to or from Grermany. 


Blockading operations by the allies' 
cruiser cordon Avill be confined to Eu- 
ropean waters,\including the Mediterra- 
nean. 


Great Britain and France say they 
have been constrained to endeavor to 
starve out Germany as an act of retal- 
iation for German disregard of the rules 
of civilized warfare. 


The stoppage of the supply of food- 
stuffs to' the civil population of Ger- 
many, they contend, is a recognized con- 
sequence of blockade and is justified as 
a measure of warfare by all authorities, 
including Prince Bismarck and Count 
Caprivi. 


The allies intend to besiege the em- 
pire of Germany as an army besieges a 
city. 


Germany says she is willing to mod- 
ify to some extent-the uie of mines and 
to agree to operate submarines in strict 
accordance with the rules of visitation 
arid search of merchant vessels, provided 
the British merchant marine abstains 
from the use of neutral-flags to deceive. 


Germany says that neutral shipping 
woiild suffer less if neutrals ceased to 
supply Great Britain with munitions of 
war.

Washington, March 18.—With "con- 
structive helpfulness as its announced 
policy toward business, the new federal 
trade commission set to work today to 
carry out its program as agreed upon 
at a conference last night between Pres- 
ident Wilson and the commissioners.

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Taking the Industrial Census. 


, w 
special agents of the department of commerce are 
^ow at work in Fort Wayne taking an industrial census 
of the city, listing the manufacturing institutions of every 
kind and gathering a mass of statistics concerning them 
that will be filed with the department and used in tlie 
compilations which will determine Foil; Wayne's rank as 
a manufacturing center. Similar agents are at work in 
iEndianapolis, Terre Haute and Evansville, their territo^ 
reaching out also to the smaller cities of the state m 
:which there is any considerable manufacturing. 


The manufacturers' census is taken every five years 
und^r the supervision of the census bureau, and the work 
is entrusted only to those assistants who have proven 
their capability by a civil service test. The information 
gathered is of mucb local interest, especially to manufac- 
turers, and there is every indication that it will give Fort 
Wayne, rank among the very first of Indiana cities, though 
conditions are not now such as to disclose industry at its 
•^ood tide. 


The work done by the bureau of the census includes 
Ihe gathering of all kinds of detailed statistics concem- 
fceming each individual manufacturing establishment in 
the city. This material is placed on a general schedule 
prepared by the bureau. Besides the general schedule for 
ord&iary manufacturing plants there are also fifty-nine 
«other special schedules for more complex industries. The 
answers to the questions required by the census bureau 
are held absolutely confidential, and no publication is 
made by the bureau disclosing the name or operations of 
individual establishments in any particular. The law also 
provides for the severe punishment of^ any agent who 
communicates information gained while in the operation 
of his duties. 


In the regular schedule, twelve series of questions 
fere filled out by the agent. These ^e a description of the 
establishment; amount of capital invested, owned and 
"borrowed; wage earners; total amounts paid in salaries; 
time in operation and hours worked; rent and taxes paid 
lor due during the year; materials, mill supplies and fuel; 
products, value of products and work performed during 
the year; mechanical power employed for manufacturing 
pui^oses; amount of fuel used. These heads cover ques- 
tions going into every detail of business.

From Philadelphia comes 
the word Sunday has addressed in the 
last ten weeks in 
that 
city 2,000,000 
persons, or 400,000 more than the entire 
population of Philadelphia. 
Two times 
day he has jammed 
an 
auditorium 
built to hold 15,000, turning many away 
at almost every meeting. More than 150 
sermons and addresses have been deliv- 
ered in the ten weeks by Sunday him- 
self. 
His platoon of eighteen helpers 
has been constantly at work and it is 
said the activities of the Sunday outfit 
have extended literally to practically 
every city block in Philadelphia. 


With the end of his revival meetings 
at Philadelphia comes the money offer- 
ing which is supposed to be made vol- 
untarily by the 
persona 
Sunday lias 
helped through his work. It costs $58,- 
000 to hold the meetings according to 
estimates. 
Sunday himself 
pays one- 
third of the expenses of his helpers. 


It is on the point of income from his 
meetings that 
foes 
of 
Billy Sunday 
make their most vigorous attacks on hi<i 
method and on his success as an evan- 
gelist. In this connection it is well to 
dwell on the fact Sunday lives simply, 
this 
time 
is 
without 
any large 
wealth, according to his friends, and 
more than that, is credited with an aver- 
sion against the possession of riches for 
their own sake. 


Sunday receives large sums of money 
for his services.

Washington, March 18.—The cost of 
the present world war, according to a 
compilation 
made 
by 
Representative 
Cordell Hull of Tennessee, is $47,000,- 
000 a day, or $17,000,000,0(Kl a year. 
This does not count thi3 cost of prop, 
erty destroyed. 


The number of men in the armies ag- 
gregates 15,000,000, according to 
Mr. 
Hull's estimate and the loss up to date 
in killed, wounded and captured is 3,- 
000,000 men. 
The total land area of 
the globe, not including the polar re- 
gions, is 52,000,000 square miles, and 
the area of the cpiuitries engaged in tlie 
war is 28,500,000 square miles. 
The 
world's international trade amounts to 
$40,000,000,000 a year, 
and 
of 
this 
amount $25,000;000,000 pertains to the 
countries and their colonies now at war.

Owing to the interruption of com- 
merce and the depleted customs reve- 
nues the government receipts are shrink- 
ing. 
Thé outgo is much greater than 
the income. It exceeds the income by 
nearly a million dollars a day. In con- 
sequence of this condition the working 
balance in the treasury has dwindled 
to almost $40,000,000. 
Good financing 
docs not require a large working bal- 
ance in the United States treasury, but 
it is the aim of the secretary of the 
treasury always to have the income and 
outgo about equal each other. 
The in- 
come-tax is not producing 
as 
much 
revenue as was anticipated. This is due 
in part to the fact that some divftiends 
have been interrupted and some iilcomes 
are not so large. 
It is due probably 
also to the diacovery of 
devices 
for 
beating the income tax. For instance, 
one of the largest mail order houses in 
the country recently converted a sur- 
plus of $20,000,000 earned during the 
current year into a stock issue and se- 
cured a ruling from the treasurj' de- 
partment that this $20,000,000 was not 
income subject to the tax. The govern- 
ment will have to sell canal bonds prob- 
ably to secure a working balance. The 
law authorizes the issue of oanal bonds 
to the extent 
of 
$240,560,000.

would hold things level until congress 


reassembled in December.

A great pageant, 
dramatizing the life work of Susan B, 
Anthony is to be staged early in De- 
cember. Episodes from Miss Anthony's 
life, from young womanhood to middle 
age, will be dramatized in this pageant. 
Each will present some décision which 
molded her career, and which symbol- 
ized the evolution of modern woman- 
hood from one stage of civil and spirit- 
ual freedom to 
anotlier. 
Pantomime 
and symbolic dances will be used as in- 
terludes to the historical dramatization, 
it is announced. 


It is planned to invite the 500 sena- 
tors and representatives to attend tliis 
pageant, in addition/ to delegations of 
suffragists from all of the eastern and 
middle states. It is announced that in 
every detail the spectacle is to outdo 
anything of the sort which has ever 
been planned to influence the decision 
of a national legislative body. 
Miss 
Hazel MacKays, the sister of the well- 
known dramatist and poet, Percy ^lac- 
Kays, is writing and will .direct the 
pageant.

minutes as he ever had In 
his career as a fighter. Welsh could not 
stop this onslaught and he was forced Ito 
go to a clinch two or three times.

Bring About Numerous 
Changes. 


New Tork, March 18.—During the past 
few seasons the shifting of players from 
club to club ^n the two major leagues 
ha* steadily been on the increase. Trades 
involving from three to five players have 
caaeed to create unusual comment, and 
the purchase of «tars at sums running 
into thousands becomes part of the winter 
business routine. In many respects, how- 
ever, recent months have produced a 
record number of changes and a new ele- 
ment, in the unconditional release of play- 
ers, brought prominently to the front. 


The records of the American and Na- 
tional leagues alone show that more than 
thirty players have been traded, sold or 
released since the close of last season. If 
the activity of the Federal league In this 
direction Ut taken into account and names 
'of players added who went from organ- 
ized to Independent ranks, the total would 
pass the hundred mark. 
Some of those 
released have secured berths with other 
chibs, but in a majority of the cases the 
players are either idle or under a one- 
year contract at best. 


Just what effect these shifts of players 
will have on the calibre of the games 
played by various clubs during the season 
of 1915 only time will develop. 
The gen- 
eral opinion among baseball authorities 
appears to lean toward the belief that 
both the New 
York clubs 
have 
been 
strengthened as well as the Philadelphia 
and Cincinnati clubs of the senior league. 
The radical changes in the personnel of 
the Athletics leaves the 
average 
fol- 
lower» of the game In doubt as to the 
ability of the team to travel at the speed 
of the former combination, notwithstand- 
ing the acquisition of Larry Lajoie. 
In 
both ,cases th« releases or sales were In 
line with the policj- of financial retrench- 
ment adopted by both major leagues, and 
win have little, if any, effect upon ,the 
play of the teams this summer.

In the Inst ten days tncrc Iia.s 
been a 
noticeable ab.sence of farmer.s from tlie 
city. 
Right now it is estimated 
that 
the greater part of the plowing for corn 
in Allen county lias l>cen completed. 


I^o.spcrt.^ for an inrrfn«scd corn acre- 
age, according to Fojt \\'ayne millers, 
is growing l>ettcr every day, 
Ahcafly 
the acreage is greater than that of last 
year-^which, in itself, is going some— 
and there promises to tie nuiiierous ad- 
ditions later. A single upward fluctua- 
tion about seeding tim« would increase 
the corn acreage in this county fully 
50 per ccnt!, farmers and luillers say. ' 


.Just now the prospects are not overly 
bright. 
But the men who injike the 
prices in the grain pits arc trying with 
every mcan.s within their power to cPc- 
atc a sudden rise in the price and there 
are tho.9e who believe tliat they will 
succeed before long. Eventually, a rise 
in tlie price is inevitable, the millers 
declare. Especially is this true, they as- 
sert, if the European war continues. 


Freeze Is Feared. 


Meanwhile, farmers who have large 
fields in wheat are holding their re- 
spective breaths for fear of a sudden 
freeze, which would literally ''nip" the 
crop; J w t now the wheat, which has 
an excellent stand, is passing through 
a period which is very imi)ortant to its 
success. 
Sudden freezes might entire- 
ly blight the plants. 
Thaws and sud- 
den freezes are what the farmers fear 
most—thaws and freezes which liter- 
ally strangle and break in, two. the. grow- 
ing wheat plant. 
One or two freezes 
of this nature would end all hopes for 
a big crop. 


According to those who have looked 
at tlio plants in the wheat fields over 
the county, the plants, 
already well 
above tlic*ground, are in c.xcellent con- 
dtl^on. 
Tliey have been well protect- 
ed dining the hard winter and may be 
slightly tender.. In this event a freeze 


s u c h as th® farmers now lear would 
be particularly and .«ceedingly disaa- 
trous to the young plants. 
The wheat 
seems to be sturdy,. however, and m 
hardy, aa could bo expected with weath- 
er conditions such as prci'ailed in the 
last wiiitcr. 


Farmers who put in a big acreage 
of wheat last fall are smiling amiably 
now, although not to broadly as w u 
the case two or three weeks ago. . Mill- 
ers aiid farmers ^ay that they believe 
there is a 10 per cent, larger acreage of 
wheat in thf ground in this oonnty than' 
-ivaa the caae laat year at this time.

Germans Offer Most Heroic 


Resistance at Neuve 


Chappelle. 


London, March 18.—The. village of 


Keuve Chapelle, converted into a sham- 
bles by the bombardment of the British, 
now is a heap of ruins thickly strewn 
with bodies, according to the descrip- 
tion of the British operations in that 
region written by an "eyewitness" and 
given out today by the press bureau. 
Although the Germans were inferior to 
their antagonists both in numbers and 
in artillery, the eyewitness declares, 
they offered heroic resistance, using ma- 
chine guns effectively.
